February presidential elections were proclaimed in Mal- 
abo yesterday by the country’s constitutional court. 
The solemn ceremony was attended by ambassadors 
of friendly countries in Malabo, government mem- 
bers headed by Prime Minister Silvestre Siale Bileka, 
centra! committee and national political bureau mem- 
bers, activists and sympathizers of the Democratic Party 
of Equatorial Guinea [PDGE], nongovernmental youth 
bodies, leaders of several political groups, foreign ob- 
servers, representatives of international organizations, 
the foreign media, and the general public. The proclama- 
tion constitutes one of the historic landmarks of Equa- 
torial Guinea as an independent country. (Salvador En- 
sema Mba), the constitutional court chairman, declared 
the following results and proclaimed the PDGE candi- 
date winner: 


{Begin (Mba) recording] Registered voters 230,238; 
votes cast 183,830; valid votes, 183,544; invalid votes, 
218; blank ballot papers, 41. Votes obtained by each 
candidate: Mbasogo, 179,592 or 97,85 percent of the 
votes; Severo Ensa Moto, 1017 votes or 0,55 percent; 
(Buenaventura Monsue Asumu), 451 or 0,25 percent; 
(Andres Moses Mbada), 1,135 or 0,62; (Secundino 
Oyono Awon Ada), 1,349 or 0,73. Voter turnout was 
86,2 percent, with 13,8 percent abstention rate. The 
results show that the majority of voters voted for 
candidate Mbasogo of the PDGE. According to the 
country’s Fundamental Law and the electoral law, the 
president of the Republic shall be elected by universal 
suffrage and by a relative majority in a direct and 
secret ballot. [passage omitted] In accordance with the 
provisions of Article 95/6 of the Pundamental Law, 
the Constitutional Court hereby solemnly proclaims His 
Excellency Obiang Nguema Mbasogo as the president- 
designate of the Republic.

Uganda: LRA Rebel Movement Said Weakened, 
‘Ready for Peace Talks’

alarm and havoc out of all proporuons. Attacks near 
the main town of Gulu this week sparked fears that the 
LRA was about to attack and even capture the town. 
But, now it begins to look as though the LRA’s activities 
might be the last thrashings of a dying beast. From Gulu, 
journalist Anna Bortello telexed this report: 


A 15-year-old who deserted from Joseph Kony’s rebel 
army on Monday [4 March] told me in Gulu that 
Lord’s Resistance Army rebels who entered Uganda 
from Sudan last month are exhausted, demoralized, and 
running short of ammunition. The LRA rebel said the 
rebels entered Uganda from Sudan on &th February, but 
that many already died fighting the SPLA v.. their way 
to the border. The rebels had left Sudan, he said, because 
of hunger. On the journey, he said, rebels were forced to 
walk up to 22 hours a day, and those who were unable 
to keep up were axed to death. 


The LRA deserter said he had been with the LRA for 
two years, and that many rebels want to desert. They 
only stay, he said, because they fear coming home. Part 
of their induction involved axing relatives and injured 
recruits to death. The former rebel said that about 100 of 
the rebels had been left in Sudan, but they were mostly 
pregnant women. The LRA, he said, was not strong and 
was not capable of taking Gulu. He said that 40 rebels 
including officers had been killed in (Ngwanbato) by 
the Ugandan Government forces last week. 


Earlier this week, rebel units including one commanded 
by Kony himself were on the move in the vicinity of 
Gulu. According to some reports — widely believed in 
Gulu, but denied by the military — Kony attended the 
funeral of his brother-in-law three miles from the town 
center, taking the other mourners hostage. On Tuesday 
{5 March], Kony took hold of the town after two land 
mines exploded on the outskirts giving rise to fears that 
the rebels were attacking. A letier dropped at the sight 
of a recent rebel attack suggests that the LRA may be 
ready for peace talks. Yesterday, the chairman of the 
Gulu District Security Committee said that some rebels 
had approached the authorities saying they wanted to 
give themselves up. He said that so far they had not 
done so, but that a presidential amnesty for the rebels 
sull stands.

[FBIS Transcribed Text} JOHANNESBURG March 7 
SAPA — President Nelson Mandela went to the cinema 
with Miss South Africa on Thursday after leaving hos- 
pital in a cheerful mood, pronouncing himself healthy. 


Mandela left Park Lane Clinic around midday saying 
two days of medical tests had so far shown him 
to be in very good condition. His spokesman Parks 
Mankahlana said Miss South Africa Bernelee Daniell 
later accompanied Mandela to a private screening of 
a new film about Indian nationalist leader Mahatma 
Gandhi. 


"The tests on the heart, on the internal organs and my 
blood, my urine, have been very good indeed,” Mandela 
told reporters outside the clinic. “The doctors say they 
do not expect anything that will arouse concern." 


Mandela had bone and marrow samples removed from 
his hip on Wednesday to be tested for signs of tu- 
berculosis, an ailment he suffered from on Robben Is- 
land prison, according to hospital spokesman Timothy 
Groom. The samples would be grown in a laboratory. 
"We want to see what they are turning into,” Groom 
said. He said this was a normal procedure and results so 
far were completely normal. Mandela also tested nega- 
tive for osteoporosis. Mandela's doctor, specialist physi- 
cian Dr Michael Plit, said the bone marrow had been 
used to check for a number of things. "It's a very useful 
tool.” 


Mandela said he felt “very well indeed". A media 
briefing would be called when all test results were 
available, he said, and his doctors would talk frankly 
about his health. "I support that they should give a very 
objective picture of what they found and nothing must 
be held back.” 


Mandela said the doctor who “robbed” him of his 
prostate had examined him on Wednesday. “He found 
the position very perfect and there is no concern 
whatsoever. And anybody who thinks there is something 
wrong or malignant with my prostate is completely 


wrong 


The president joked outside the clinic, telling reporters 
he had not seen a gynaecologist while in the clinic. Plit 
said Mandela had given permission for full disclosure 
of all his medical results.

The IFP leader said he was disillusioned with Mandela 
because he had not honoured an agreement made 
two years ago to allow international mediation on 
constitutional issues. He said the “situation between us 
now is worse than ever before, because my trust as far 
as he is concerned is at its lowest ebb". 


The president's second concern is over statements — 
by Buthelezi and other political leaders such as the 
Freedom Front’s Gen [words indistinct} members. 


They have said the trial would lead to violence, re- 
venge attacks and not peace and reconciliation. “If the 
attorney-general has decided to prosecute, they can ar- 
gue until they are blue in the face but I will not inter- 
vene,” Mandela said.

Water Affairs Minister Kader Asmal gave notice on 
Thursday that he would move Uiis amendment to an 
Opposition motion which urges the president not to 
mect Hamas — a Palestinian resistance movement — 
representatives “under any circumstances”. 


The motions are due to be debated next Tuesday [12 
March]. 


Hamas has claimed responsibility for the suicide bomb- 
ings which took place in Israel in the past week. 


The DP (Democratic Party} motion calls on the house 
to express solidarity with the people of Israel and on all 
political parties to dissociate from Hamas, as well. 


The ANC motion drafted by Water Affairs Minister 
Kader Asmal, on the other hand, suggests the House 
resolves to express its solidarity with the people of Israel 
and Palestine in their search for a just solution through 
peace negotiations. It urges the Israeli Government and 
Palestinian Authority “not to permit justifiable public 
outrage to derail the peace process and to reverse the 
progress attained towards the self-determination of the 
Palestinian people”. 


The flurry of interest in the Middle East process follows 
a national radio report that a Hamas delegation would 
arrive in South Africa next month. 


President Mandela's indication that he is willing to 
meet them was met with a strong reaction in certain 
quarters. However, South African Muslim leaders and 
Hamas sources in Gaza and in exile have denied that 
an official Hamas delegation is coming to South Africa 
although individual Hamas members are known to visit 


the country regularly. 


Observers believe rumours of the Hamas visit may be 
linked to two conferences involving Middle Eastern and 
Islamic scholars scheduled for April in Cape Town and 
Pretoria. 

The Islamic Unity Convention, which was responsible 
for last month's visit by Algeria's outlawed Isiamic 
Salvation Front, said it had not invited Hamas. The 
Islamic Council of South Africa has also denied any 
knowledge of such a visit. Senior Hamas officials in the 
Gaza strip and Amman, Jordan, also remain in the dark 
and indicated surprise that any official delegation would 
arrive at this time. 

Hamas is under increasing pressure from Yasser 


Arafat's Palestinian Authority and from Israei because 
of the attacks which have left at least 60 people dead. 
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Convener of the Cape Town conference on South Africa 
and Middle East relations, Arif Wadah, told SAPA three 
international guests had been invited. One happened to 
be a Palestinian academic who was a senior member 
of ‘Arafat's former outlawed Palestinian Liberation 
Organisation, but that he was not a Hamas member. 


Another conference in Laudium, Pretoria would be 
addressed by London-based Muslim Institute academic 
Kaleem Sadiki. Although the Muslim Institute has 
contact with extreme Muslim radicals, Islamic Council 
Vice-Chairman Ismail Kalla said Hamas would not be 
represented at the conference.

Presidential Candidate Buchanan

(FBIS Translated Text} The media onslaught in the 
U.S.A. and elsewhere against the growing popularity of 
U.S. presidential candidate Pat Buchanan clearly shows 
why the conservative community rejects the liberals’ 
acceptance of the existence of an independent free press. 


It’s as if someone had given a command and the soldiers 
obeyed unconditionally. Unti! Buchanan proved that he 
was a threat to the liberal community and its press, he 
had previously enjoyed little attention in mainstream 
media. However, he is an expert in manipulating the 
media, and he has over the years used his own radio chat 
shows, his own columns, and his public appearances to 
garner support among middle-class Americans. 


The U.S.A. is a very fortunate country. It has a popu- 
lation of 265 million, with the overwhelming majority 
being Western-oriented. It is in many respects a real 
free country, perhaps too free for some. The country’s 
Gemocratic tradition and the opportunity its people have 
of voicing their opinions against intimidation has given 
people like Pat Buchanan the opportunity at least to try 
and make their mark in the vast media monopoly. 


It is unfortunately truce that there is a monopoly of 
thinking and ideologies. Soon after his victory in New 
Hampshire in the political race, what followed was 
exactly what he had predicted. The media launched 
a war against him. It brands Buchanan as prejudiced 
and a threat to unity in the Republican Party. This has 
not been said of any other candidate. All the old hate 
terms were revived. Buchanan is said to be anti-Semitic, 
radical, an extremist, anti-black, anti-homosexual, anti- 
immigration, and generally a dangerous person to have 
as president. Yet it's Buchanan who drew up the agenda 
for the Republican candidacy. After his New Hampshire 
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victory, all the other candidates began to take a stand 
on the same issues. 


His message steamrolled through the U.S.A. It is, 
in effect, what conservatism stands for. Why should 
Americans not object to millions of cultural aliens in the 
form of illegal immigrants invading their country; and 
why should they not prefer people of European origin as 
immigrants? What is wrong with dedicated Christianity, 
and an aversion to homosexuality, and an abhorrence of 
the violence and sex dished up by the entertainment 
industry in Hollywood? 


Buchanan tries to retain jobs for Americans in the 
U.S.A., and does not export them to Mexico, where 
labor is cheaper. This is nationalism, and jot an 
intention to isolate the country. For supporters of the 
New World Order, Buchanan poses a serious threat to 
their plans of establishing a so-called global village. He 
puts the U.S.A. first. He says not a singie American 
soldier must fight under a UN banner. He is not a 
fanatic, intimidator, or as one German newspaper put it, 
an American Mussolini. He is a nationalist, a Christian 
with a strong will and principles. Such a man is a threat 
to the so-called establishment in the U.S.A., and in the 
rest of the world. 


There are 58 million Catholics in the U.S.A., and Pat 
Buchanan is one of them. He attracts Christians of all 
denominations. He has a large sector of the mighty 
Christian voter bloc on his side. Whatever happens in 
the U.S.A., this country will never be the same again. 
The Pat Buchanans of this world are hard to come by, 
but they are there. We must support the men who stand 
up against the stream, and are attacked by the media. 
and who can’t be bribed. They are our modern day Paul 
Kruger, and captaincy from Antarctica [as heard]. They 
draw up the agenda, and whether they win or lose, they 
remain true heroes.

He says the pattern of stock theft between Lesotho 
and South Africa has a new dimension, with organized 
crime playing a major role. He's also expressed concern 
about the rate at which cross-border stock theft is esca- 
lating. 


At a meeting at Ladygrey attended by members of the 
farming community and the security forces from both 
countries, Mr. Visser said everything possible had to be 
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done to rid the area of the problem. Mr. Visser again 
called for Lesotho’s outdated stock theft legislation, 
which was proclaimed in 1928, to receive attention so 
that it could be applied to the current situation. 


Eastern Cape Agricultural Union President Pieter Eras- 
mus said communities are threatening to take the law 
into their own hands if the situation does not improve. 
The crime problems negatively affected businesses in 
rural towns, and the uncertainty of the Property Clause 
in the draft consttution also caused concern among 
farmers. Mr. Erasmus said it was in everyone's interest 
to combat crime in the province. 


South Africa: 188 Foreign Affairs Employees 
Declared ‘Redundant’

— The number of staff found redundant in the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Affairs now stood at 188 and might 
rise, Dyrector-General Rusty Evans said in Pretona on 
Thursday. 


He told a media briefing these officials had been 
informed their services wouid be terminated if suitable 
posts could not be found for them elsewhere in the 
public service within six months. Among them were 50 
officials of the old department and 138 who had been 
attached to staff components of the former Transkei, 
Bophuthatswana, Venda and Ciskei [TVBC] homelands. 


The former TBYC staff found redundant included 56 
who did not want to be transferred to Pretona and had 
never been competing for positions in the department, 
Evans said. The number of those redundant might 
increase to about 200. About 400 extra staff had to be 
considered for positions, but the restructured department 
was granted only 200 additional posts. Those who could 
not be absorbed in the public service would receive a 
package which Evans described as extremely attractive. 
It included a lifelong pension based on the period of 
service and a gratuity. 


“Nobody is fired and left on the street without a safety 
net,” he said. It was inevitable a number of applicants 
would be found not to be eligible. Transferring former 
TBVC staff in the lower ranks to the new department 
was especially difficult. Ciskei’s foreign affairs staff 
component of about 300 included at least 123 general 
assistants doing menial jobs such as cleaning. “Obvi- 
ously there was something dramatically wrong with the 
management of that department,” Evans said. The ratio- 
nalisation process was completed and 1,009 staff had so 
far received confirmation of their appointments. “Within 
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the next week or two that figure will be 2,000," Evans 
said. 


A major criterion in rationalisation was to create a new 
department broadly representative of all the country’s 
people. "We have achieved that,” Evans said. “Some 40 
percent of all posts in the department today are filled in 
terms of represeativity.” 


Missions abroad were also being rationalised. “There 
has been downsizing of a number of bigger missions," 
Evans said. "The 10-percent increase of our staff 
component does not even begin to address the r-ource 
need in the expansion of our overseas operations.” There 
had been dramatic rise in the number of posts abroad. 
The fewer-than-5SG overseas offices before May 1994 
had risen to 110, Evans said.

Strategy Viewed

jobs and boost RDP [Reconstruction and Development 
Program) delivery. 


It aims to generate a quantum leap in economic growth 
and job creation by the end of the century through sus- 
tained growth in fixed investment while also redressing 
income inequality and providing a social security sys- 
tem for the poor. 


The outline of the National Strategy for Growth & 
Development released th‘s week looks like an attempt 
by government to have its cake and eat it. It wants its 
policies to be growth- and KDP-driven and has made 
job creation and income redistribution its joint focus. 
The strategy, to be finalised and made public in April, 
seeks to galvanise the RDP through a consistent devel- 
opment planning system that aligns the efforts of ail 
three tiers of government. It was drafted by an inter- 
departmental team set up by the Intergovernmental Fo- 
rum (consisting oi Cabinet Ministers and premiers) last 
November. 


Introducing the document to the forum on Monday, 
Deputy President Thabo Mbeki identified SA's {South 
Africa} twin challenges as pe =‘ ' and unemployment. 


This requires “a massive acocievs ion of economic 
growth over an extended period. i. adds “Of course, 
fast growth will not in itself guarantee that poverty will 
be eliminated or income distribution improved as this 
depends on the nature of the growth path we choose. 
The RDP base document clearly spells out our chosen 
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path ... We need to accelerate the implementation of the 
RDP.” 


The target is to create sustainable annual GDP growth of 
at least 6% and 300,000-500,000 jobs a year by 2000 
through a 10% annual increase in private and public 
investment and nongold exports from now until the turn 
of the century. It is also intended to double the poorest 
households’ share of national income and provide basic 
household infrastructure to all by 2005. 


Mbeki says this will be achieved by innovative measures 
involving “significant trade-offs, compromises and sac- 
rifices like shifts in budgets, ‘iscal discipline, gains in 
productivity, restructuring of the civil service, tariff re- 
form and « transitional period of hard work to achieve 
a competitive economic plateau.” 


The suggestion that SA will have to work hard only in 
the interim is baffling. It is not clear whether it is meant 
to mollify labour, whose support will be crucial.

Yesterday's agreement means that the continued Inkatha 
Freedom Party (IFP] boycott of the CA process will 
make no difference to the actual adoption of the con- 
stitution. Ironically the legislative powers the provinces 
will exercise in a future constitution — the nub of yes- 
terday’s agreement — is a major issue for the IFP which 
has made a case outside the CA for provincial auton- 
omy that has been formally rejected. 


Instead the ANC-NP model of "co-operative gover- 
nance”, in which provinces as a whole are represented 
at central Government level in the NCOP, was adopted 
and now needs only to be fine-tuned. 
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CA chairperson Cyril Ramaphosa described the break- 
through as “historic”. 
Among the outstanding issues in this section of the con- 


stitution are whether policing and local government will 
remain provincial rather than national competencies. 


The model agreed to provide for provinces to pass 
their own constitutions and to pass legislation within 
“functional areas” set out in a schedule attached to the 
constitution. 


As in the interim constitution Parliament may exercise 
certain "overrides" which allow national legislation to 
prevail over provincial legislation even in those areas 
over which provinces may pass legislation. The con- 
Stitution will contain an exhaustive list of the circum- 
stances in which the "overrides" may be exercised. The 
list includes maintenance of national security, economic 
unity, protection of the common market, promotion of 
inter-provincial commerce, promotion of equality and 
equal opportunity, and protection of the environment. 


The NCOP will be given the power to represent 
provincial interests at central Government level and 
to act as a brake on the passage of legislation in 
Parliament. Also proposed is a mediation committee 
to help resolve deadlocks between Parliament and a 
provincial legislature. 


The nine provinces will be represented on the NCOP 
and each provincial delegation will have one vote. Six 
of the nine votes will be sufficient for a decision to be 
arrived at in the case of a conflict between Parliament 
and a provincial legislature. 


There are still outstanding issues in other areas including 
“power-sharing”, or some form of it, which the ANC 
and NP are at odds over, and the Bill of Rights.

The Correctional Officers’ Union of South Africa 
(COUSA) is positioning itself to become the warders’ 
union, in line with similar structures around the world. 
This would give the understaffed and tension-ridden 
prison service a single, probably COSATU [Congress 
of South African Trade Unions]-affiliated, trade union 
representing warders. 


In this case, police who are members of Popcru and who 
tend to dominate the union's leadership, would almost 
certainly join SAPU — and remain outside COSATU. 


Though desperate attempts are being made to keep the 
various internal rows under wraps, it seems likely that 
Popcru is about to implode. Ironically, one of the main 
reasons for this crisis is the success of the union. Since 
it was formed in 1989 by Gregory Rockman, a police 
lieutenant turned ANC member of parliament, Popcru 
has played a leading role in the transformation of the 
police and the prison services. 


Now, at least officially, racism is no longer a factor 
affecting the wages, conditions and promotion prospects 
of warders and police. 

All bar three of the many warders sacked or demoted 


after the prisons strike of 1992 have their jobs back and 
their ranks have been restored. Some have gone on to 
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much higher positions. Above all, the government and 
State against which Popcru railed, is now legitimised. 


Many of the prison service activists are bitter. For the 
most part, they have not benefited from the opportunities 
that have opened up. The police contingent in Popcru 
also appears to be drifting towards SAPU, which is not 
aligned with COSATU. 


On February 23, the issue of amalgamating with SAP) 
was put on the agenda of the Popcru national executive 
— to the horror of most of the “struggle veterans". This 
was one of the issues that led to the executive coup and 
counter-coup in a Johannesburg hotel late last month. 


Amid threats of physical violence, first one armed fac- 
tion and then another took cor ‘rol until a peace settle- 
ment was brokered by Zwelinzima Vavi, COSATU's 
assistant general secretary. 


But the tussles at the top are being replicated down 
through the ranks, especially within the prisons. "Strug- 
gle veterans" who were prevented by their union ac- 
tivities from improving their qualifications, now find 
themselves losing out in the promotion stakes to better- 
qualified warders who "kept their heads down". 


This has strong racial overtones, especially in the 
Western Cape. Many of the lesser-qualified and militant 
warders are black, most of those being promoted are 
coloured. 


In an apparent effort to equalise “struggle” and formal 
qualifications, Popcru officials have tried to dictate who 
should and should not apply for specific posts. Though 
the initial intention may have been commendable, this 
has led to abuse and to still more tension. 


In the meantime, several former Popcru activists have 
risen to senior management positions — and still remain 
union members, with obvious conflicts of interest. 


Complicating the whole situation are charges of nepo- 
tism and financial irregularity among sections of the 


leadership. One senior official is alleged to have misap- 
propriated between R80,000 [rands) and R300,000. 


Such claims form the backdrop to an increasingly bitter 
battle as a rather incongruous trade union tries belatedly 
to adjust to the new political reality.

In addition, 14 posts are to be advertised again or 
announced later because no suitable candidates have 
been found. Fivaz said that like the rest of South 
Africa, the SAPS was grappling with the challenge 
of making especially its top echelon of managements 
as representative as possible. “These appointments are 
therefore not as representative as I would have liked,” 
he said. 


The broadening of representivity in the police service's 
management was a national priority and major efforts, 
in terms of the Representivity and Equal Opportunity 
Programme, were being implemented to achieve this, 
said Fivaz. 


He said the police had, with the latest appointments, 
completed the final stage of its restructuring. He 
stressed, however, that this final round of appointments 
did not imply an end to promotions in the police 
service. Fivaz said the new appointments would form 
the backbone of grassroots crime-fighting throughout 
South Africa. They would also enable the SAPS to 
focus all its energies on making a decisive impact 
against crime in 1996. 


Fivaz's spokesman, Director Joseph Ngobeni, said the 
appointments should not be viewed as promotions, 
since they were new appointments. While some of the 
appointees were civilians, the others were lower-ranking 


policemen who were appointed as directors. 


Ngobeni added: “We are dealing with the transformation 
and restructuring of the South African Police Service 
and not the passing of exams and moving to different 
ranks.”

The session was opened by Radio Mozambique jour- 
nalist Machado da Graca, who expressed editors’ sen- 
timents: “We can write whatever we want but it is the 
same thing. It does not produce any results.” The ex- 
ample: [Interior Minister] Manuel Antonio. Respected 
figures in Mozambican society “reacted very strongly” 
to his statements but the government was not “both- 
ered.” This is “frustrating,” Machado da Graca said. He 
then talked about “corruption,” saying in his state of the 
nation address in Parliament, President Chissano spoke 
of Corruption in enterprises’ management, while “there 
is (also Corruption) in government.” 


As for the issue that the media talks but nothing changes, 
journalist Albino Magaia recalled that during the colo- 
nial period there was a department ai the Governor Gen- 
eral’s Office that dealt with “examining all problems 
presented by the media,” especially with regard to state 
performance, and then informed the public about mea- 
sures adopted by the authorities. Although not support- 
ing the censorship of that period, Magaia called on the 
government to adopt a similar stance. 


Chissano does not share the same view. When the 
meeting was about to end he said: “It is not entirely 
true the government does not take into account what 
the media says.” He added: “The media should not 
underestimate its effect on Mozambican society.” 


Almost all speakers referred to “corruption.” Mozam- 
bique Television's Tomas Vicira Mario's remarks were 
hard-hitting. Although he acknowledged that the new 
land law “satisfies, in a way, the aspirations of the peas- 
ants,” he stressed the “major differences” between the 
law and reality. He then pointed a finger: "The new 
elite emerging from the Army and political power” is 
“increasingly usurping land” that does not belong to it.

Why does the government not support the national 
printing industry, making it possible to produce school 
books, government documents, and so on, here in the 
country and not outside? 


He referred to a tender presented by the Ministry of 
Education for the production of school books.

Chissano requested practical steps.

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— to compensate Radio Mozambique for not carrying 
advertisements on cigarettes and beer; 


— to drastically reduce customs duties for all equipment:

—- to allow all private newspapers to have access, at 
low prices, to the NOTICIAS’ rotary printing press, 
considering it was donated. 


— to introduce fiscal benefits for companies promoting 
Cultural activities. 


The MEDIAFAX editor said at the meeting there 
is immense potential for the growth of the media 
in Mozambique because the main “raw material" is 
abundant in the country: cultural diversity and people's 
passion for news. He said however, there is need to 
develop the economy. Thus, the MEDIAFAX eilitor 
reiterated what the newspaper has said on several 
occasions: 


— to drastically reduce customs and fiscal tariffs 
to guarantee companies operate within the law.

Hindus also will want a ho'iday for their most sacred 
day. This also will happen with congregations such as 
Zionists, who are increasing day by day. This would be 
the end of a secular state in the country, on which our 


tranquility is based. 


The argument that it is just a matter of pleasing the 
two biggest religions in the country — Islam and 
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Christianity — is not valid in the leas: in legal terms 
nor is it fair, since this would be discrimination against 
"minority religions.” 

With due respect to Muslims, we believe they should be 
the ones against such a policy. If the Muslim deputies 
— who have not been elected based on their religion — 
want the state to make their sacred days solemn, there 
are many ways of doing so without having to shake 
profoundly part of our identity that was not in question.

They alleged that the students dug up 
the robbers’ bodies from the cemetery. The students’ 
union dismissed the police statement as, quote, blatant 
lies, falsehood, and propaganda aimed at confusing the 
public, unquote. 


Tension rose both on the campus and in Calabar 
township, and in an effort to restore peace, the university 
authorities have now closed the university and ordered 
all the students out of the campus. Simultaneously, the 
State government ordered the 300 inhabitants of the 
village to evacuate it within seven days. The government 
said that the vil!age will be demolished this weekend as 
the land has been acquired by the government, and its 
owner paid compensation. A judicial enquiry is now 
meeting to determine the cause of the trouble and the 
victims, and to recommend preventive measures for the 
future. [end recording! 
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
